BEGINNERS NEED RULES 


By R. L. Sprayberry 


We all know there is a small aware- 
ness of the possibility of a serious ac- 
cident that can happen to a scrambles 
racer who is not even 12 years old. And 
what would be the consequences if one 
of these riders were hurt seriously or 
killed? Certainly there would be a 
thorough investigation of our district 
tules by news media and for the Coro- 
ner’s report. 

We do not have any rules governing 
the size bike a rider may ride or the age 
he must be to race a powerful motor- 
cycle. Let us all take a deep look into 
this situation. There is a rule in the 
AMA regulations governing riders, that 
the referee or commissioner may not let 
a rider ride in a race if he doesn’t have 
the skill to ride. I have never seen this 
rule enforced and there are too many 
loopholes in it. The referee in Bakers- 
field may let him ride or the referee at 
Porterville may not let him ride. So we 
should have a set of rules put down for 
all to follow that are more workable. 
These rules would be set up and would 
not cost the clubs any extra trophies 
and should very easily be followed and 
fair to everyone. I have talked to almost 
all the parents of the 50cc bike riders 
hereabouts and we feel that the follow- 
ing type of rules would be very accept- 
able to all: 

A. Riders underthe age of thirteen years 
will ride no larger a machine than a 
50cc (Bantamweight class). 

B. A rider may upon becoming fourteen 
elect to drop back one class when he 
moves up to the 100cc class (expert 
to amateur, amateur to novice). 

This should be allowed so the rider may 

gain experience because you are dou- 

bling the cc's and adding a third more 
horsepower. I also feel that no rider 
under the age of fifteen should be al- 
lowed to ride in the 250cc class and at 

the age of fifteen only if he can give a 

proof of one year competition riding in 

the Bantamweight class or Amateur 
standing in the Bantam class at the age 

of seventeen (17). 

A. To qualify for the 250cc class the 
rider age fifteen to seventeen must 
have a combination of either one 
year experience in Bantam class or 
the status of Amateur in the Bantam 
class and must have proof of age on 
file. < 

B. No rider will be allowed to ride the 
heavyweight class til he is seven- 
teen and has one year experience or 
amateur status in the Bantam or 
Lightweight class. At eighteen there 
may be no requirements. 

I truthfully feel there are too many par- 

ents in our district pushing their kids to 

tide beyond their ability, and we feel 
the above rules would help eliminate 
the faults if enacted now. 

I would also like to see a rule about 
a new rider just going into competition. 
For the first few races a new rider has 
no idea of what is going on. I would like 
to see a rule stating that all new riders 
for their first three races start two lines 
back. This would eliminate overriding 
in the first corner. We have seen too 
many riders hurt because a new rider 
does not have the skill or ability to 
keep from overriding. The way this can 
be checked is the referee would sign 
the back of the new rider’s comp. card 
and there must be three signatures be- 
fore they can have a front row start. It 
would be the rider's responsibility to 
get his three signatures on his card. 
A. A new rider will start twenty (20) 

feet behind the last row of riders for 
three (3) races. He will then have 
the referee to sign the back of his 
card and must have three (3) signa- 
tures to start in the front row (or 
second row if there is one). It is the 
rider's responsibility, not the refer- 
ee's to get the signatures. Also no 
rider will receive a plate number till 
he has completed his three (3) signed 
races. (This will help the starter to 
line up.)

Bigger & Better Small Bores 


It has come to my attention that the 
Gophers are trying to put through a ban 
on all classes under 200cc. This group 
is crying because the big bore riders get 
cut short on riding time as the small 
bikes take too much time. 

At their last. event they had to re-run 
several small bore heats as they had 
the classes wrong and this made for a 
long day and cut the big bore classes 
short because of nightfall. 

This was their fault and not the 
tiders! Perhaps if they paid more atten- 
tion to running an event instead of try- 
ing to see who can drink the most beer, 
they might organize a smoother event. 

If this ban goes through it would re- 
duce the number of small bike entries by 
approx. 100. Wouldn’t this hurt the pro- 
moting clubs profit? Why should the 
small bikes be penalized because of 
poor management at a race? 

The Lightweights M.C. put on a race 
at Perris during February, at which the 
small bikes were done by 12 o'clock 
sharp and the track was closed for ONE 
HOUR. The big bore started at 1 o'clock 
and was done by 4:30 even with running 
five lap mains. 

No one was cut short at this event 
run by one of District 37's newest clubs, 
because they put forth an effort to know 
what the correct classes are (etc.) And 
the members worked at their jobs and 
didn't worry about booze. 

Perhaps if the Gophers, and the other 
clubs that seem to have trouble putting 
on an event would put forth a little more 
effort and team work, a days racing 
could include all classes and no one 
would have to be left out. The best 
medicine is planning and team work and 
not biting off the hand that feeds you.

C. Owners or riders who falsify any 
records in the district will be subject 
to not less than six (6) months and 
not more than one (1) year suspension. 
To make the above suggested rules 

more workable, all riders could have an 

option to accept the new admendments 
or to ride under their present status and 
write a letter to the commissioner which 

option he prefers. Some riders have a 

great deal of money tied up in their ma- 

chines now. The new rules would make 
them illegal and we don't want to place 
any hardships on any riders now racing. 

The 50cc class will not cause any 
more expense, trophies or create a new 
class. There will still have to be six to 
make a class asit has always been. The 
above rule will help create a larger 50cc 
class and this is where the young riders 
should be to gain experience. The 250cc 
rules will not increase or decrease the 
amount of trophies to be given. The main 
reason for the age limit is the rider 
should be strong enough and skilled to 
handle a bigger bike.

Dear Mr. Doe: 


Your letter of December 6, 1966 to 
Mayor Yorty, forwarded to us from his 
office, suggests that Sepulveda Basin 
be used for motorcycle riding. 

Our Department has held meetings 
with representatives of motorcycle com- 
panies along with motorcycle enthusiasts 
for the past several months. We have 
studied fully the possibility of providing 
an inecity center for motorcycle riders 
and have determined that this Depart- 
ment has no suitable location. Sepulveda 
Basin and Hansen Dam are master 
planned for other developments with 
which motorcycle riding would not be 
compatible. We explored another possi- 
bility, the Lopez Canyon area above 
Hansen Dam Basin, but find this totally 
inadequate also. 

The upshot of these meetings is 
agreement that a fullscale study of this 
subject would be desirable. It is possi- 
ble that such a study might be jointly 
financed by motorcycle companies. How- 
ever, nothing definite has yet been de- 
veloped in this regard. 

One possible approach to this matter 
is a study being done now by the County 
of Los Angeles Park and Recreation 
Department. We have met with them on 
this and they have given consideration 
to motorcycle riding trails. We cannot 
speak for them, nor do we wish to indi- 
cate that the matter has gone beyond the 
tentative study stage. It is our opinion, 
however, that a suitable motorcycle 
riding area will have to be well outside 
the limits of Los Angeles and our sur- 
rounding cities in order to provide the 


necessary space. We have thought of a © 


riding center somewhere in the Newhall 
or Saugus area as a likely approach, and 
the County may be the agency best able 
to achieve a good answer to this problem. 
We would be pleased to have any 
constructive suggestions from you on 
this matter.

*Let's Not Go Back to 
the Horse & Buggy Age"

A few months ago the U.S. Government slapped down a venerable 
old “conservationist society” by taking away its tax exempt status 
and showing it to the nation for what it is: A political pressure group, 
not a conservation club. 

In its misguided march against progress this pressure group called *the 
Sierra Club" spent fortunes recently lobbying against the Government plans 
to dam the rampaging Colorado River and provide hydroelectric power and 
irrigation that will benefit millions. 

Employing exaggeration to the extreme, the Sierra Club claimed, in emo- 
tional advertisements, that the proposed dam is some kind of a plot to destroy 
the Grand Canyon! Fear not, kiddies, the Grand Canyon will still be there 
whenever Evel Kneivel decides to jump across it. This was a typical exam- 
ple of what we can expect from the Sierra Club, however, for lately, its finan- 
cial wings somewhat clipped and its reputation in tatters, the Sierra Club has 
turned its spleen against us, the uriprotected trail bike outdoorsman. 

"The National Forests belong to the Hiker and the horse!" trumpet the 
publicity mills of the Sierra Club. “Off limits to remote area vehicles,” whis- 
per their lobbyists, and especially “BAN THE MOTOR-BIKES!” 

As the letters reprinted on this page testify, the armchair travelers of 
the Sierra Club are up to their old tricks: obstructionism in the guise of 
conservation. 

According to Sierra Club gospel, no person who can not afford to keep a 
horse, and no one who is so busy in the work of the world that he cannot take 
the time to hike deserves to enjoy America’s unpaved wilderness. 

Now the rich old members of the Sierra Pressure Club are arguing with 
Foresty administrators. They want to keep people out of “their” wilderness. 
Presumably, they want to prevent their “inheritance” from being defiled by 
the hoi-polloi. 

It seems unnecessary to spell out the advantages of motoring over the 
horse and foot, but at the expense of superfluity, let us apply these advan- 
tages to the outdoor life, 

The average citizen in the U.S, today is about 25 years of age. He or 
she lives in an urban environment most of the time, where it is difficult if not 
impossible to stable livestock. In pursuit of relief from urbanity, the citizen 
flees to the countryside, only to find it fenced and subdivided. He travels 
farther in search of someplace where, like Thoreau, he can recreate himself 
in nature. Where the pavement ends, nature begins. Here, say the Sierra 
Clubbers, one must get out and walk. But the average person has responsi- 
bilities to get back to in a few days or weeks. His walking range is limited 
to a few miles. And what if his personal “Walden Pond” does not lie within 
that pedestrian radius? “That’s too bad,” say the ultra conservationists. 
“You should have been born rich, like us.” 

We say you don’t have to wait until you are a Menlo Park millionaire to 
enjoy your natural heritage. The modern convenience of the trail bike now 
makes it possible to visit distant lake3}and meadows far off the beaten path, 
and still be home in time to punch the clock on Monday. 

As people have discovered the benefits of two wheel trailing, trail bike 
use has grown enormously, with two wheelers now outnumbering horsemen 
manyfold. Forestry officials, happy to see more citizens enjoying their pre- 
Serves, have expressed almost unanimous approval of the motorbike. 

This is not to say that Foresters don't recognize that the new outdoors- 
men create new challenges for the science of Conservation. Certainly now 
that speeds above a walking pace are a reality on the trails, some sort of 
speed limits will have to be devised for the remote area vehiclist. The extent 
of fire hazard needs to be examined and controls devised if necessary. 

The question of erosion and watershed damage (two favorite evils 
drummed up again and again by the Sierra Clubbers) which trailbikes may 
cause should be studied and preventive measures taken, again if necessary. 

In solving these problems of the modern age, the Foresty Service can 
count on the wholehearted cooperation of the motorbike fraternity. We wish to 
create a place in the wilderness for ourselves without driving out the horse- 
men, without diminishing the peace and recreation of the hikers. We have 
proved that we can be depended upon to shoulder a pick and shovel and make

riding trails for our little wheels (and for hoofs and hobnails as well, See 
article on next page). Would those who want to hobble us do as much? 

We are not asking for unlimited access to every forest region. Certainly 
some wilderness should remain virtually untouched by manfor another century 
ог more. We would not want to see motorbikes or horses on the John Muir 
Trail, for example. 

However we do desire at least the same freedom that horsemen enjoy, 
After all, our motorbikes don’t eat grass, nor dirty the trails. We will cheer 
fully yield the path to horsemen, because we realize the horse rider has less 
control over his mount than we do. By the same token, a hiker should proba- 
bly move aside for trail bike riders. Let there be a wave and a grin and per- 
haps a cheerful word as we pass, each enjoying the great outdoors in the 
way he loves the best. 

We doubt that the Forest Administrators make important decisions by 
“weighing their mail,” as the Sierra Club seems to think they do. But if you 
wish to send a comment to the Porterville meeting, go ahead. The meeting 
will be held in the City Council Chambers in Porterville, Calif. at 9:30 a.m.

SIERRA CLUB STIRS UP 
TROUBLE ON THE TRAILS

could be very apropros. 

NTRA was delighted to see the trail 
map and news blurb on the Sequoia Na- 
tional Forest — Inyo National Forest 
hearings which are to be held in Porter- 
ville, California on March 16. (See Vol. 
IV #6) What we are taking exception 
with is that “Cycle News” didn’t do its 
homework on the importance of these 
Sequoia-Inyo hearings. 

The map which you printed is the 
same which was rejected by practically 
all cyclists familiar with the area in 
similar hearings held last year. An as- 
tounding reaction from the two-wheel 
enthusiasts prompted a delay in enacting 
this proposal, pending further studies. 
This hearing, March 16th, is the exten- 
sion of the overall study being conducted 
by the Forest Service. 

To generalize the situation: Inyo and 
Sequoia National Forests have had un- 
restricted motor vehicle (two-wheeled) 
travel within the boundaries of their 
forests, excluding Wilderness, proposed 
Wilderness and a few single trails. 
Cross-country travel is prohibited, there- 
by limiting travel to existing roadways 
or trails. It will remain so until the 
study is completed, or until recommend- 
ations are made by Regional Forester 
Charles Connaughton, The map, dated 
May 1, 1966, shows the motor vehicle 
trails which would be available to us 


should this proposal be adopted. This 
is a mere fraction of what is available 
now. 


Let’s Not Be Shut Out 


The area in question is primarily 
territory which has been the domain of 
the hikers and packers prior to the ad- 
vent of trail bikes and scooters. The 
high mountain country that appeals to 
the hunters and fishermen, the scenic 
areas that appeal to everyone. These 
are the areas that we are fighting to 
keep within the reach of the trail rider. 
These are the areas that the packers and 
ultra-conservationists would keep us 
from entering. 

This upcoming meeting March 16 at 
Porterville will provide the Sierra Club 
interests and the High Sierra Packers 
Association opportunity to fully air their 
complaints. Their astonishment at tem- 
porary defeat by the cyclists can best 
be described in bulletins (content copy 
below) which were sent to all members. 
They have had nearly a year to plan 
their new attack; we must all renew our 
efforts to stave off this attack. 

We respectfully ask that Cycle News 
now use the power of a fine newspaper 
to express your view on this public 
hearing and encourage as many readers 
as possible to attend the hearing and 
encourage as many readers as possible 
to attend the hearings in Porterville, or 
at a minimum — write and let their feel- 
ings be known. Let’s not let the cyclist 
be shut out again. 


We can well depend on the Sierra Club and other conservation 
groups to attend the Porterville meeting in force. Those who cannot 
attend will write letters — and they do write letters. 

Some of these letters are printed here to demonstrate the Sierra 


Clubbers’ intentions. 


Dear Member of Kern-Kaweah: 

The inequitable decision of the For- 
est Service must be rectified. It is a 
challenge to all of us who still yeara to 
hike or ride a few southem Sierra trails 
without having to yield to the motor 
bike. A flood of protests in the office of 
Regional Forester Connaughton may be 
convincing enough to reverse that de- 
cision. 

The battle here is one of principle— 
the right ofunrestricted use of trail bikes 
anywhere on public lands versus our de- 
mands for certain basic limitations on 
two-wheeled machine uses. A first major 
victory of the tote-gote fraternity must 
be prevented, at all costs. Sequoia Na- 
tional Forest had proposed a reasonable 
closure plan. It would prohibit vehicle 
access to the Golden Trout and Little 
Kem areas adjacent to Sequoia National 
Park. These areas are managed as wil- 
derness in anticipation of formal dedica- 
tion of these lands in the National Wil- 
demess System, This is delicate wil- 
derness not able to survive the burden 
of too much *people pressure" which the 
tote-gotes encourage, Only 10% of the 
total Forest Service-administered acreage 
in the southem Sierra is involved in the 
vehicle exclusion. 

The arrogant tote-goters, who pub- 
licy argue that half of- the forest users 
are trail bike-borne, have made shrewd 
use of exaggeration (they over-estimate 
their number and popularity by several 
fold), insinuation and mass hysteria 
tactics. Their letter-writing campaign, in 
which one motorbike manufacturer re- 
portedly contributed more than two-dozen 
letters, showered Mr. Connaughton with 
400 objections. He capitulated to those 
400 vehicle vans because he hadn’t 
heard from that great crowd of us who 
like the woods silent and serene. 

Our response must be immediate, it 
must be strong but not inflammatory, and 
it must overwhelm the Regional Forester 
and the powers in Washington, through 
Mr. Freeman and Mr. Hagan. We want 
10,000 letters. Via a special mailing we 
have asked Sierra Club members through- 
out the nation to heed our call. Your 
letters are most important of all, for they 
represent sentiment from the local area, 
the area in which this crisis over trail 
principle has erupted, If you want to 
help Kem-Kaweah Chapter in any way 


this year, write today using the simple 
formula.

This letter is intended for those mem- 
bers of the Kern-Kaweah Chapter of the 
Sierra Club who are concerned about the 
cause of conservation. You will recall 
that the Forest Service recently proposed 
a plan for restriction of travel by vehi- 
cles in part of Sequoia National Forest, 
The trail vehicle people mounted a letter- 
writing campaign that netted three hun- 
dred to four hundred letters of protest to 
the plan. As a result, at a meeting of the 
Forest Service officials in San Francisco, 
the plan was rescinded, 

Vehicles may now use Sequoia Na- 
tional Forest without restriction. This 
is the time for those of you who have 
wanted to help with conservation, but 
didn’t know what you could do, to step 
forward, Letters to Regional Forester 
Charles Connaughton with carbon copies 
to Congressman Harlan Hagan are des- 
perately needed. 

The vehicle restriction plan is a com- 
promise as far as our interests are con- 
cerned. The Forest Service should be 
commended for taking this step, but it 
is only a small step if the wildemess 
interests of groups like the Sierra Club 
are to be protected. Don’t let the trail 
bike people be the only ones who exer- 
cise the right of protest. If we do not 
make our feelings known now, the For 
est Service has no choice but to bow to 
the wishes of the tote-goters, The cause 
of conservation and wildemess protec- 
tion depends on your support. Write to 
the officials listed below and send a 
copy to the editorial page writer of your 
local newspaper.

Bike Riders Work On 
Trail In High Sierras

It was a big weekend of 
work with all hands 
from the various factions, 
trail machine riders, pack- 
ers and back packers of the 
Sierra club type, working 
on a common project to 
solve traffic problems in 
the high Sierra JugSprings 
trail area. 

And that’s what it turn- 
ed out to be with more 
than a mile of new trail 
developed below Jug 
Springs and more than a 
mile of renovated trail o- 
pened beyond the springs 
to the Little Kern horse 
bridge. 

But it wasn’t the cooper- 
ative effort that had been 
anticipated. In fact, about 
20 trail machine riders 
under the direction of Bud 
Gilliland of Springville, 
construction superinten- 
dent for the Tule River 
district of Sequoia Na- 
tional Forest, did the job 
by themselves. 

Not a pack station or 
horse back rider repre- 
sentative was on the job. 
Nor was there on hiker 
taking part in the session. 
One pack animal from 
Woody's pack station at 
Quaking Aspen did arrive 
late Saturday morning to 
drop off the tools. But 
he didn’t stay to help with 
the work, professing busi- 
ness elsewhere, 

The trail building stem- 
med from complaints by 
packers and hikers oftraf- 
fic problems in the heavily 
traveled Jug Springs area. 
They said that oncoming 
trail machines caused 


problems with the live- 
stock or ran hikers off 
the trail. 

It-was decided at a re- 
cent meeting of repre- 
sentatives of the three in- 
terests andSequoia Nation- 
al Forest officials, to build 
by-pass trails in the area 
to alleviate the congestion. 
The activity was set the 
weekend of August 20 and 
21. 

Crews from the various 
groups were to meet in 
the Jug Springs area ear- 
ly Saturday, work together 
through the day, camp 
overnight at Grey Meadow 
ranger station, and com- 
plete the work on Sunday. 
The problem of conges- 
tion would be solved, at 
least for that particular 
area. 


Officials of various trail 
machine groups through- 
out the valley area, who 
took part in the work, ex- 
pressed regret they 
couldn’t get together with 
the packers and hikers and 
show that trail machine ri- 
ders are ready, willing and 
able to cooperate in solv- 
ing problems. 

Packers and hikers feel 
the machines should be 
kept off the trails in public 
forest areas and have said 
so in meetings with forest 
officials, They have been 
pressing the.forest service 
to close trails to the mach- 
ines and to establish wild- 


erness area in much of the 
Sequoia National Forest. 
That would exclude the 
machines, 

The battle has waxed hot 
and heavy at times and ap- 
parently neither side has 
been willing to budge. The 
weekend of work together 
was to have been a mile- 
stone in cooperation be- 
tween the groups. 

No doubt about it, the 
machines have opened up 
the forest back country to 
many who couldn’t afford 
a horse back, pack train 
trip withcommercial pack- 
ers, or who couldn’t spare 
the time required for a long 
and arduous foot hike into 
the area. 

The popularity of the ma- 
chines has filled the once 
comparatively remote 
areas with the machines 
and riders. The back coun- 
try is seeing use that it 
never did prior to the ad- 
vent of the machines. 

Trail machine advocates 
feel that public land is 
public land. They believe 
they should be allowed to 
travel with as much free 
dom as hikers and pack 
trains wherever they can 
traverse the trails. They 
are stopped by natural bar- 
riers in some places. 

Gilliland said he is sure 
now that trail riders are 
willing to work for a solu- 
tion to the traffic problem 
and the friction that exists 
between the varied inter- 
ests. He said the trail ri- 
ders volunteered to come 
back to do more trail work 
ог build campsites when- 
ever needed, donating their 
time and energy at no ex- 
pense to the forest ser- 
vice. They all expressed 
hope the other factions 
would join them in some 
of these projects, Gilliland 
said. 

Chuch Henry, president 
of the Bakersfield Trail 
Bike club, who let a high 
paying private job go (as 
did others in the working 
group). to help on the week- 
end project said, “We’re 
willing to. work for what 
we want at our own ex- 
pense and through our 
own sweat and effort. I 
only wish the other groups 
would meet us halfway and 
felt the same way. There 


would be more and better 
facilities for everybody.” 

Men from Porterville, 
Coalinga, Bakersfield, Cor 
coran and other valley 
points were represented in 


the project.

SCRAMBLES FEES UPPED DES-

Compared to recent meetings, the 
March conclave was uneventful. There 
were no arguments, floor fights or mo- 
tions made to upset anyone's apple cart. 

Quite a bit of discussion concerned 
establishing definite pit areas out in the 
desert. Steve Hurd (Foothill Hawks) 
spoke up on the danger involved now 
when riders come blasting in off the 
trail, riding between the parked vehicles 
to find their truck and their gas. It was 
felt that separate areas should be marked 
off for pits and for parking, as some of 
the desert group come out on Friday 
night and camp over until the Sunday 
run. However, it was also pointed out 
that some of the guys come out by them- 
selves and therefor would not have a 
buddy standing by in the pit area with 
the needed gas can. They would have to 
park in the pits. More discussion on this 
will follow at next month’s meeting. 

Trail danger markings were also dis- 
cussed. It was asked that they be placed 
at specific number of feet ahead of a 
hazard, but President Jean Carter said 
there was & ruling already in effect that 
& danger marking should be far enough 
ahead that even the fastest rider on the 
course could come to a complete stop 
safely. 

Lynn Wineland, from the Pasadena 
M.C. suggested that the District form a 
Motorcycle Search and Rescue Unit. We 


already have our footin the door because 
of the work done by riders in searching 
for the lost fireman several weeks back 
(see letter below). A unit like this on 
call for emergencies when someone is 
lost out in the desert would do motor- 
cycling a great deal of good, and prob- 
ably no one knows some of that country 
like the desert riders do. Anyone inter- 
ested, please contact Wineland. 

Biggest subject the body voted on 
was the upping of scrambles entry fees 
$1.00. This will raise the price of a day 
at the scrambles to $3.25 for the rider, 
the gate admission remaining the same.

WEEKLY SPEEDWAY RACES 
SCHEDULED AT DORSEY, MD. 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Short track 
speedway racing will have an Eastern 
revival in 1967 at Dorsey, Md. Speed- 
way. Beginning May 27th, Three-Star 
programs sanctioned by the AMA are 
scheduled every Saturday night through 
Sept. 2nd, except for June 24th, over 
the high-banked, quarter-mile clay oval. 

Dorsey is located on Maryland Route 
176, south of Baltimore near Friendship 
Airport. It is midway between U.S. Route 
1 and the Baltimore-Washington Park- 
way. 

The motorcycles will share the pro- 
gram with midget race cars. Cycles are 
racing the standard AMA _ short-track 
program with the cars scheduled for 
time trials, heats, and a 20 lap final. 

Racing Enterprises, Inc. of Washing- 
ton, D.C. is the promoter at Dorsey 
which also has stock car races every 
Friday. Associated in REI are Peter J. 
Carroll, Jr., a specialist in indoor trade 
and sports shows; John E. Collins, a 
former midget and sprint car owner; and 
Venlo Wolfsohn, car owner and auto 
racing club official. 

“We are convinced motorcycle racing 
on a short, fast track, if offered regular- 
ly, will attract sports fans,” said Wolf- 
sohn who heads REI. “The tremendous 
popularity of speedway racing in Europe 
indicates this type of competition has 
appeal. It just hasn’t had a chance to 
enjoy along run, at an established track, 
recently in the East.” 

REI will set up a point system to 
determine a track champion for the sea- 
son. The promoters also hope to vary 
the usual racing program with handicap 
races, if approved, and to climax the 
season with a round-robin tournament 
patterned after the meet used to deter 
mine the European speedway champion.

ENDUROS ARE 
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FUN 
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FOR BEGINNERS 


By Dick Wright 


Enduros are fun for beginners as well 
as for the experienced desert rider. This 
year there are five enduros scheduled in 
District 37, starting with the Shamrocks 
M.C. Enduro April second, 14 miles 
north of Mojave. (more information on 
Calendar of Events) 

In this article we are going to at- 
tempt to help the new rider, who is in- 
terested in getting into some mild motor- 
cycle competition out in the desert, 
where speed is not necessarily the prime 
factor. To start with we don't recom- 
mend that a rider take a fully equipped 
street bike, and try to ride itin a enduro, 
so we will start with preparation and 
equipment, which involves taking the 
lights off, fitting dirt tires, air cleaner, 
lower gearing and speedometer. A good 
watch, mounted on the bike or around 
your neck is important. A license and 
muffler are recommended, Clothing should 
include gloves, boots, helmet and a 
warm jacket, 

The Shamrocks M.C, are having a 3- 
loop run totaling in 125 miles, the start, 
lunch and finish are all in Cincos Res- 
taurant. The trail bikes go the first loop 
of 45 miles. To quote one of the Sham- 


rocks members, "the first loop is a cake 
walk.” 


Trailing Parties Recommended 


It would be mysuggestion that a rider 
have a minimum of three recent desert 
trailing parties under his belt before 
signing up for an enduro. Practice the 
sandwashes, as well as the open trails 
as you will be riding in Hare & Hound 
type territory. If this is the first com- 
petition of any kind that you have en- 
tered, we recommend that you just con- 
centrate on negotiating the trail, and try 
to keep up with the ridersin front of you. 
An Enduro works just like a sports car 
rally. This means you will be riding 
against the clock, trying to maintain a 
schedule set up by the promoting club. 
(An example would be a 24 miles average 
or 2 miles for each 5 minutes, there are 
twelve five minute periods in each hour 
or 12 times 2 miles in 24 miles an hour). 
There will be check points on the course 
where they will note down your time. 
The checks will be not less then 5 miles 
apart. 


When talking about rules, I would like 
to recommend the book written by Lynn 
Wineland, "Motorcycle Sport", published 
by Petersen Publishing Company 5959 
Hollywood Blvd. Los Angeles. Phone 
HO 6-2111. The $2 book covers all 
phases of the sport, and there is a very 
good chapter on enduros written by Bob 
Steffan a member of the Shamrock M.C. 
and winner of quite a few enduros. 


When talking to Wineland about en- 
duros he gave the following pointers, 
*a new rider should waste his first en- 
duro, find out what it is all about, learn 
to ride the trails, enjoy the ride and 
don’t be disappointed if you don’t win a 
trophy the first time out. Then you will 
be ready the next time to go out after 
the gold. Also remember it is hard to be 
early, so try to keep up a consistent 
pace, Try to avoid being late."

Jim went to pick up the 
bike and away it went without him. After 
staying up-right by itself for about thirty 
feet it stopped. Jim ran over, picked it 
up and was off in time to get a fourth 
place. 


Larry Parker was the bad luck man 
of the day. In the first lap of the 175cc 
Moto-Cross he lost his seat (off the 
motorcycle) in the washboard section of 
the track. Nonetheless Larry went on to 
win easily. Kawasaki has an extra sell- 
ing point now, “If you lose the seat you 
can sit on the frame fender.” Parker was 
able to take the 2nd 175 Moto-Cross al- 
so, but broke a chain in the final. 


Eric Forester on a potent little Ho- 
daka secured a first place in the 100cc 
Main by laying back in third, letting 
Gary Kapus and Phil Phar ride their 
hearts out for two laps. In the third lap 
Kapus lost it, then Phar got stuck in the 
trench. Forrester took over then and 
was never headed. 


The meet was well planned, well run 
and very exciting. I will pass on a ru- 
mor that there may be a Northwest Cham~ 
pionship run on this track. If this mater- 
ializes in the next month or so, we 
Should like to see some of the Northern 
California riders here to join us.

THE SAND PIT 
SCRAMBLES 
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JOHN LOMONTO shows how riders ride when

The Salinas Ramblers ran off 
another scrambles in their "Sali- 
nas Sand Pit" on February 26, 
and had their usual fabulous turn- 
out. 


The race of the day was undoubtedly 
the 500cc Amateur Main. Lap after lap 
Gene McRae and Bobby Fortino swapped 
the lead back and forth — the perfect 
tribute to the riders classification sys- 
tem. Lap after lap they were side by 
side. Then, with the yellow flag in 
sight, they both got off in “The Sand 
Pit" about a hundred yards from the 
finish line. Even wives who cherish a 
low opinion of racing in general, al- 
lowed as how this was a race worth 
seeing. 

The crash of the day occurred in the 
first turn of the 500 Expert Main. All 
but one rider went down necessitating a 
re-start. I was told that Ken Dalla was 
the only one who didn’t join the pileup— 
which shows that now and then it pays 
to get a bum start! 

Unlike the previous event, the track 
was just damp enough not to require 
wetting-down and — by Sand Pit stand- 
ards — was very fast. Rutting was a 
problem, and the Ramblers made a con- 
siderable effort to condition the track 
by smoothing it with a pullescraper at 
every opportunity. 

The most interesting race of the day 
was a Special Added Attraction — a 
Sweepstakes open to all class winners 
with a real lalapalooza of a trophy do- 
nated by R. Cancilla of San Jose. 











START OF THE 350cc MAIN in loose sand limited the traction, 


Forthis eventthe bikes went *wrong- 
way-'round" or clockwise (normally they 
run counter-clockwise here), and were 
lined up with the smallest class first 
and the 650cc expert last. We were all 
looking forward to this — we thought we 
might see the question resolved once 
and for all of whether a good man on a 
small machine (Roger Goldthwaite, 
Bultaco) could beat a good man on a 
big machine (John Lomonto, Triumph). 


We still don't know for sure, because 
after a restart caused by a couple of 
the lads getting crossed up in the deep 
sand inthe first turn, ExpertGoldthwaite 
came into the turn like the clappers of 
hell, swung wide in the soft sand, 
climbed the bank and ran along it for a 
hundred feet or so, then got back onto 
the track and fell off, leaving the field 
clear to Expert Lomonto.

3 FOR A 100 | 


Skip Van Leeuwen have never won a national TT championship. 
After last Sunday, he doesn’t have to. The Dutchman who now calls 
Hollywood home, took back to glitter-land a total of $1650.00 from the 
record smashing $7,000 Ascot TT purse. As usual, the 100 lap win 
did not come easy to the rider who has finished in the top threeplaces 
at this annual event more than any other racer. 

A spill on the seventh lap dropped Skip outside the first ten posi- 
tions for close to twenty laps. Another spill, this time by Dick Ham- 
mer, mechanical troubles for Dallas Baker and a flat tire for Dan 
Haaby, shot Skip into the lead for the first time on the 35th lap. His 
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margin over Hammer at the finish was an impressive 16 seconds. 
Van Leeuwen now joins Dick Dorresteyn as one of the only two 
tiders in seven years to win the race more than once. Skip also won 


back in 1963. 


A record entry of 118 expert and ama- 
teurs time trialed for the 33 starting 
positions with Dorresteyn grabbing fast 
time in qualifying. Only two amateurs, 
Larry Wilburn and Jim Odom, carried the 
yellow plates to the starting line. 


Haaby Gets The Hole-Shot 


The front row, the three fastest quali» 
fiers, Dorresteyn, Eddie Mulder and Dan 
Haaby, two Triumphs and a BSA, started 
fast with Haaby going to the front and 
Mulder right on his rear wheel. 

Rich Thorwaldson was the first to 
lead the crash parade as he fell off, not 
once, but twice, on the first lap. 

Mulder chased Haaby until lap eight 
when Hammer moved into second place. 
Lap seven found Van Leeuwen and Dor- 
resteyn both falling off on the turn after 
the jump due to oil on the track. Skip 
was back up in record time but D.D. 
took overa lap to get his machine righted 
and started. 

Hammer zoomed into the lead on lap 
eleven and looked like he was on his 
way to his first century win, It was not 
to be, as he too unloaded on lap 30 with 
Dallas Baker then moving into the front 
spot. 


Pfft Goes Dan's Lead! 


Two laps later Baker raised his hand 
and pulled into the pits with mechanical 
troubles and Haaby was again inthe lead 
for the second time. It was short lived, 
however as Dan then came up with a 
flat rear tire. 

Coming up like a shot and perhaps 
clocking the fastest laps of the day was 
Van Leeuwen who was right there to take 
over with Haaby in the pits for a tire 
change. Mulder was again back in second. 

Lap 42 and Jack Simmons (Norton) 
moved to second with Dusty Coppage 
and Hammer also passing Mulder. Ham- 
mer moved up to take over second from 
Simmons on the 48th round with Simmons 
and Coppage then to stage a duel the 
rest of the way like a two rider trophy 
dash. 

Coppage finally moved into third 
over Simmons on lap sixty but Jack clung 
to Dusty’s rear wheel and was never 
more than one or two lengths back. 

Mulder waited until the late laps to 
finally move into 4th place. He passed 
Simmons on the 94th round to wrap up 
fourth. It was the same lap that he took 
the lead in ‘66 to go on for the win. 

Bailey vs. Romero 

Bob Bailey and Gene Romero had 
their own private race for most of the 
way with Bailey in front of the Tigor 
until the 89th lap. Romero then squirted 
by and set sail on Simmons and Mulder. 
He missed by two feet at the finish line 
from passing Simmons for 5th place 
money. 

Seven riders were all on the 100th 
lap at the finish for another record of 
sorts for this event. It was also the 
largest crowd in seven years for the 100 
lapper that payed more money to Hammer 
for second place then Mulder made for 
the win last year. 

In the 15 lap semi main event for 
riders that timed 31st through 45th, Tra- 
vis Petton came from a distant seventh 
place to top Mike Konle and Jack O’ 
Brien. All three then transferred to the 
100 lap race, making up the back line, 
row eleven. 

It was all Danny Carlton, the first 
year rider in the novice class that swept 
the trophy dash and the main event for 
the lightweights.

George Omo Jr, I, who set fast 
novice time on a Montesa was leading 
the race when he was involved in a col- 
lision with another Montesa, Ridden by?

Carlton, the fourth fastest timer for 
the small bikes, breezed to the two lap 
dash win and then wrapped up his first 
main event as a pro. It was a record 
$700.00 purse for the novice riders with 
Carlton taking home just under $200.00 
for his efforts. Midge Griffith from Bak- 
ersfield was second with John Riggen 
holding off Terry Donaher for third, right 
at the finish line. January main event 
winner, Carl Cranke, finished sixth. 

The entire show was video-taped for 
“ABC WIDE WORLD OF SPORTS” and 
will be shown nationwide on Saturday 
afternoon, March 25th. 

Added highlight of the afternoon was 
Evel Knievel's attempt to jump a motor- 
cycle from ramp to ramp over fifteen cars 
and trucks. He made it — with room to 
spare but had to use a parachute to stop 
the machine, once he landed.

ANSWER: The parts you require for 

a gearbox change are five 
in alland cost approximately $28.00. 
They are available from any Bultaco 
dealer. Parts are; Sleeve gear, Parts 
no. 311-005; Final drive 311-009; 
Lay shaft 111-010; Thrust washer 
111-022; Circlip 116-003. 

The standard battery would be 
Okay if you mounted it in rubber so 
that vibration did not damage the 
plates. Even better, is the aircraft 
type alkaline battery that can be ob- 
tained from most war surplus outlets. 
One important factor is that the bat- 
tery should be completely sealed.

The air was a bit chilly as the riders 
gathered at Long Beach Harley-Davidson 
for the sign-in. It was one of those 
mornings when a cup of hot coffee and 
donuts really hit the spot. The coffee 
was good, and L.B. H-D made sure there 
was plenty for all. The sign-in opened 
at 8 a.m. and 1% hours later over 300 
roadriders had signed in and were on 
their way to enjoying a pleasant 90 mile 
ride through some of the most beautiful 
country in Southern California. 

After leaving the sign-in, the riders 
journeyed south on Long Beach Boule- 
vard to Pacific Coast Highway. The 
directions led the riders to the left, 
following Coast Highway to Laguna 
Beach. The ride to Laguna was a pleas- 
ant one. The beach breeze had a bit of 
a nip, but a bright blue sky promised 
warmer weather ahead. The beach area 
was covered with surfers, and as I 
watched them skimming along the white 
capped breakers in the chilly morning 
air, I shivered in my leathers and won- 
dered how they kept from freezing.

Broadway soon turned into 
Laguna Canyon Road, and after about a 
three mile ride we turned on El Toro 
Road which led us to check point #1 at 
Cooks Corner. When I arrived, there 
were motorcycles all over the place. 
There was hardly enough room to squeeze 
in one more. Most of the riders let their 
mounts have a rest while they stretched 
their legs and had refreshments. 

The sun was a little higher and the 
ocean breeze far behind, but as the 
riders left the check, jackets were still 
in order. We left Cooks Corner on High- 
way S18. This was by far the swinging- 
est section of road on the run. If you 
have ever ridden a bike here, you know 
what I mean. It's one of those little two 
lane country roads that winds in and 
out, up and down, around and over the 
hills. Although it's one of the better fun

riding roads, one should use a bit of 
caution.

We were not far from the 
second and final check point, and from 
there it was only a short trip over the 
city streets to the finish at Artesia Park.

The bean guessing contest 
was a bit unusual. There was a five way 
tie for first place. Five riders guessed 
2500 beans and the jar contained 2550. 
A deck of cards settled it all, and John 
Middleton was declared the winner. 

Trophy presentation brought the run 
to a close. It had been a good run, and I 
am sure everyone left looking forward 
to next year, when the Motor Jockeys 
will present the *dozenth" run. Last 
year 212 riders participated in the run, 
and this year the figure rose to 320. If 
the word gets out about those beans 
there's no telling how many will show 
for the 1968 Artesia Motor Jockeys’ 
12th annual poker run and European Bean 
Feast! There is one thing for certain. 
I'll be there. Will you?

SCRAMBLIN' 
AROUND

We sure have a big change coming up 
in scrambles now. At the latest Sports 
Committee meeting it was voted that the 
riders fee be raised $1.00. So now it 
will cost you $3.25 to ride on a Sunday. 
Wow, am I glad I don't have a couple of 
youngsters riding little bikes. Even the 
thought of how much a days' riding 
would cost makes me grow faint! I said 
one day of riding...lately, in some cases 
two or three laps of riding is more like 
it. How about that troops? How about 
having to pay just over $1.00 a lap? 

There are several interesting side- 
lights on this subject. We kept the 
minutes at a special meeting called for 
scrambles clubs by District 37 Pres. 
Jean Carter. There were 14 clubs pres- 
ent, some with one representative and 
some with two. Ten men voted for a 50¢ 
raise, 6 voted for $1.00 and one went 
for 75€. 

This was a discussion meeting where 
all complaints were aired out. A couple 
of clubs said they were very happy with 
the present system, they always made 
money at a race and they spent that 
money for good dinners for workers at 
the event and for dances for their mem- 
bership. Others said they had got beefs 
because they never threw a trophy 
presentation. Some said that they went 
in the hole every time they threw an 
event. 

Now we'll stick our neck out. It 
seems to me that some of our problems 
are not so much as*how much money you 
make on a day but how you run your 
event. (Clubs are a non-profit organiza- 
tion. and if you start “making money” 
Uncle Sam will breathe down your neck!) 
Lately thelightweights have been taking 
so much time that the heavyweights are 
left out in the cold with just a few laps 
to run before it’s dark. When summer 
comes no one will care about this any 
more because it is light until 7 o’clock 
or so. O.K. Posters advertise heavy- 
weight practice at 12:00 or 1:00 p.m. At 
this all heavyweight riders will giggle. 
Lately it’s been about 3 o’clock before 
a heavyweight rider” even gets on the 
track for practice ! 

So on we go again. The idea has been 
presented that the lightweights be run 
on Saturday. Whoever made that sugges- 
tion must have Saturdays off, but many 
people have to work on Saturdays. Some- 
where along the line there just has to 
be a solution, but what? You can’t solve 
the problem by taking it out on the light- 
weights.Ifa club runs just heavyweights 
right now there aren't enough of.them 
around to pay the piper for the use of a 
track. But if events were broken up may- 
be we would see more heavies come out. 
Some guys just aren*t riding now because 
they can’t see sitting around in the 
back of a truck for hours waiting for a 
chance to ride a two or three lap heat. 
And now that the fee has gone to $3.25? 
Egad, marmaduke, that’s a lot of money 
to spend for those few laps if you don’t 
make the semi or the main! 

I personally, feel that the beef has 
been brought to a head by the short day- 
light hours, even though as far back as 
July clubs were complaining about los- 
ing money at scrambles. Once again, 
what to do? There has to be a solution. 
Maybe just once or twice a month we 
could split a day with heavies at one 
track and lights at another. There are 
always at least four Sundays ina month, 
so why not run a scrambles on an Open 
Sunday? Ascot has been running on 
scrambles Sundays lately so we could 
tun a scrambles on an Open Sunday for 
lightweights only as that is where the 
largest number of entries are. 

One thing we know for sure. The 
clubs who throw rather careless events 
are going to be up to their ears in com- 
plaints if they don't co-ordinate things 
properly from now on. When a man pays 
$3.25 for a day's riding, he expects to 
get to ride and that should mean two 
rides for everyone — a heat and a semi 
If you don’t make the main. It’s either 
that or the desert events are going to 
gain in numbers. Just think of how much 
riding you get out there for your money.

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They don't call it a national but the 100 lapper last Sunday had all the 
fringes that go with such an event. 186 riders showed up for the show that 
included sixty of the best TT experts to ever put on leathers. 

It was the first time a rider ever fell off and then came back to win. It 
was also the first time a rider fell off and came back to take second place. 
But what is a TT race if Van Leeuwen or Hammer don't fall off? 


Skip and Dick both rode tremendous 
races, The same can be said for the 
first eight finishers. It was a tough 
break for Dick Dorresteyn. The spill 
tore up his leathers, tore off his face 
shield and may have busted a couple 
of ribs. 

Butthe old pro got right back in there 
and rode like the champ he has always 
been in TT events. 

It may be termed a black day for 
Triumph. They let a Norton and a Harley- 
Davidson sneak into the first ten places. 
In fact, Triumph’s next door neighbor, 
BSA, that shares the same restrooms 
with them out in Duarte, ran the pants 
off the Tigers the first 35 laps, Dan 
Haaby and Dallas Baker either held the 
lead or were inches away until that 
point. Both BSA men led the race at 
various times the first third of the way 
and were both definite contenders, 

It was Van Leeuwen's biggest pay- 
day since he started racing back in 1960. 
He'll now head for Daytona with pocket 
money to buy enough ammunition to 
shoot all the *gators in Florida. 

It was another setback for Hammer 
who has been trying for seven years to 
win this one. It was the second time he 
has been the runner-up. He still took 
home over twelve bills. 


Only 2 Yellow Plates 


Last year three amateurs made the 
show, this year there were only two. By 
next year there may be none. It is time 
to have a special race for the yellow 
plates. 

Jim Odom, one of the amateurs who 
made it, was inside the fjrst ten places 
for a few brief seconds before his clutch 
went out, An amateur finished 8th last 
year and never bothered to show up this 
time. There were 50 riders with yellow 
plates who time trialed. Two made the 
show and four made it to the semi. 

That third place finish by Dusty 


Coppage further bears out that this is 
his year. Dusty won the main in January 
and backed it up with the show position 
after what seemed like a thousand mile 
tussle with Jack Simmons, Dusty’s wife 
still thinks that he, not Skip, won the 
race. A typical wifely version. 

Now it’s back to regular 15 lap main 
event racing, starting the first Saturday 
night in April. The amateurs no longer 
have to do battle with the experts. 


Carlton Top Novice 

Danny Carlton shot the front as the 
top novice in the state and should stay 
there. He rode a flawless race in both 
the dash and main. 

It was also a record purse for novice 
riders, anywhere. The only larger one 
was paid at a novice-only show at a 
mile track race last year in Detroit. 

This year’s 100 lapper found the lead 
changing -hands more times than any 
other past century grind. The talent is 
even more balanced this year. 

Tits Sunday it's Carlsbad for the 
riders who stayed behind and did not 
go to Daytona. We leave for the land of 
sunshine right after the sportsmen race 
down there. 


Carlsbad's Future Plans 


Look for Carlsbad to soon start run- 
ning a combined show that will feature 
sportsmen racing in the morning and 
professional racing in the afternoon. It 
can only be done because of the crack 
crew of officials and the sponsoring 
Playboys M.C. 

The national race down there in 
September is closer than you may think 
so all riders who want to ride and shoot 
for a new and larger purse at the Nation- 
al should start breaking in the equipment.

Bakersfield was invaded Sunday by 
the Campbell Motorcycle club from San 
Jose and when the dust had cleared they 
almost needed a special truck to carry 
home all the trophies. Eighteen members 
of this club traveled the eighty miles to 
the oiltown and they even won a trophy 
for the most man-miles traveled to com- 
pete. 

Frank Durso of the Eastside М.С. о? 
San Jose was the major exception to the 
sweep by the Campbell Club. Frank took 
a four foot trophy for winning the open 
event. Frank and his BSA flew to the 
high mark on the grass hill. The flight 
up was so exhausting for Frank that he 
sat by his bike right where it stopped on 
the hill and waved the other riders on, 
but none of them could even come close 
to his mark on the slippery grass. Frank 
also took a 2nd place trophy on the 
regular hill in the 650cc and open event. 


High Fighting 

The hill seemed particularly viscious 
and rough as rider after rider flipped. or 
flopped trying to make the top. Only four 
riders conquered the crest all day. The 
hill seemed to be fighting back, kicking 
the bikes out from under the riders and 
then pushing rider and bike back down 
the steep grade. No mercy was extended 
and only the quick work of the club mem- 
bers working on the hill saved riders 
from wearing out the seat of their pants 
sliding to the bottom. 

As usual the big bikes provided the 
most spectacular action but Manuel 
Ponte, of San Jose on an 80cc Bridge- 
stone managed to make 80 feet and Jim- 
my Danford took both first and second 
in the 200cc Novice class riding two 
different Bultacos to 139 feet and 129 
feet. Buzz Silva from San Jose took first 
in the 200cc expert class buzzing his 
Bultaco to 205 feet. 









Joe J. Ponte, a San Jose amateur, 
made the best ride of the day, clawing 
his way up the hill and over the top in 
8.44 seconds. Joe took first place, 
whipping all the experts and novices in 
the 650cc class. None of the experts 
were able to make it over the top, but 
THREE novice riders outwitted the hill 
and went over the crest. Ed Schweitzer 
at 9.91 copped the first place trophy and 
Mel Cunha at 10.29 took second. Larry 
Smith, San Jose, took home the third 
Place gold with a time of 11.30. 


8 Feet Makes a Winner 
In the 250cc Novice class only eight 
feet separated the winner Doyle Sanders 
at 148 feet from second placer Roy Tan- 
nehill of San Jose at 140 feet. In the 
250cc expert class Manuel Ponte, Jr., 


San Jose, managed to make 180 feet to 





take the trophy on his second run after 
& hard luck try on his first run when he 
barely made 83 feet. 

In the 350cc class, Louie Wood eked 
out a win, again by only eight feet when 
he made 158 and Billy Bryant made 150 
feet on his Honda to take second. 

Jim Schweitzer piloted his Harley 45 
almost to the top to take the 500cc tro- 
phy at 222 feet. Clayton Cotlett, riding 
a Honda, made a good fight of it by 
2limbing to 200 feet to take second. 

When it was all over everyone agreed 
it had been a full, exciting day, and the 
oil town club, tired from hauling bikes 
down off the hill all day, went home 
with the knowledge that everyone had a 
lot of fun. And that was what it was all 
about.
